There have been made abroad ex- 
periments with an octopus, lu a spa- 
lally devised tunic of sea water, in 
order to test the truth of the mnuy 
stories told of monster cophalopods 
dragging human victims to tho sea 
lottom, says Harper's Weekly.

Attracted by this 
tempting morsel, the octopus made for 
the figure, seized it In Its powerful 
arms and tried to drag It under wa- 
ter without success. It then urged its 
body,toward the edge of the tank, and 
holding tho glass with some of Its 
arms, it dragged Its prey beneath the 
surface and crushed the crab shel1 


witli its powerful jaws. 


It is believed that these experiments 


afford: proof that tho octopus can only 
drug its victims far below the wnter 
near rocks to 'which It can. attach Its 
suckers.' There Is'one'sp'ot In the bay 
of Naples where these creatures attain 
a large size, and now and then a fisher- 
man Is reported missing. It Is thought 
that such disappearances are due to 
the unfortunate man being caught by 
the leg by a concealed octopus nnd 
dragged under wnter. In the case of 
such a repulsive and powerful creature 
as the octopus It Is difficult to separate 
fact from fiction.

Corn and Water. 


To those engaged In the handling of 


grain the natural shrinkage of shelled 
corn while In storage and to transit is 
a matter of prime Importance and 
often a source of dispute because ot 
shortage reported at time of receipt 
nt warehouse and n further loss at 
date of final sale. In order to deter- 
mine the amount of shrinkage or loss 
of weight occurring in corn the de- 
partpent of agriculture has conducted 
an experiment with 500 bushels of 
shelled corn. At the time of storage 
the moisture content wns 18.8 per 
cent and at close of the test 14.7 per 
cent, or a loss of 4.1 per cent The 
weight per bushel had decreased from 
C4.7 pounds to 50 pounds, and the to- 
tal loss of weight wa« 1,970 pounds, or 
slightly more than 7 per cent
